MDJC  offers  training  in  five 
locations— Greenville,  Cleve- 
land, Indianola,  Greenwood, 
and  Clarksdale. 

Upon  satisfactory  completion 
of  the  Employment  Service  test, 
students  must  then  make  accept- 
able scores  on  a  Pre-Admission 
Test  devised  by  the  National 
League  for  Nursing.  Then  they 
are  screened  for  admission  by  a 
review  committee  made  up  of 
school  officials,  hospital  person- 
nel, and  community  repre- 
sentatives. 

The  program,  which  requires 
12  months  of  a  student's  time,  is 
a  combination  of  classroom  and 
clinical  instruction. 

Currently,  MDJC  has  102  stu- 
dents enrolled  in  Practical  Nurs- 
ing classes.  On  the  last  State 
Board  Test  Pool  Examination, 
MDJC  students  had  a  92%  pass- 
ing rate.
